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Response to Amendment 

1. This application has been reviewed. Claims 13-22 are pending. The rejection 
cited stated below. 

2. The amendment filed on 5/16/2005 has been received and made of record. 

3. Applicant's argument with respect to claims 13-22 have been considered but are 
not. persuasive for the following reasons. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 22 recites the limitation "said controllers" in 18. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

6. After further reviewing the preliminary amendment to the specification filed on 
4/4/2001 , this amendment to specification will not be entered, because the new pages 
1, 1a, 1b 2, 3, and 4 include new subject matter that was not included specification 
pages 1-4 as originally filed. 

7. Claims 13-22 are allowed. 

8. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with. See 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 1 (b) and MPEP § 707.07(a). 

Specification 

9. The amendment filed 4/1/2001 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment 
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shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: the new pages 1a, 1b, 2, 
3 and 4 contain new matter that was not included the specification pages 1-4 as 
originally filed.
